Destruction of Rats — Copenhagen. 

The following statement, dated January 28, 1914, was received 
from Consul General Winslow at Copenhagen: 

The extermination of rats continues unabated in this city, and the authorities now 
pay for every dead rodent 10 ore ($0.0268) . This is an advance of 2 ore ($0.00536) per 
head over the price paid formerly. The decrease of this animal pest is noticed. 

The war against the rat commenced in 1908, and since that time it is estimated that 

some 6,000,000 have been killed.
